Crawford-Roscommon County ASCS 

Landowners in Crawford and 
Roscommon counties with idle 
land or existing stands of Nor- 
thern hardwoods should con- 
sider improving their forest 
resources with the technical 
and financial assistance avail- 
able through the Forestry In- 
centives Program (FIP). As 
administered by the local office 
of the Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service 
(ASCS), the FIP program is in- 
tended to improve existing 
woodiots and plant additional 
acreage to red pine, white pine, 
white spruce and Norway 
spruce. Many experts foresee a 
coming shortage of softwoods 
and quality hardwoods and the 
FIP program is designed to en- 
courage better usage of 
forestland owfed by private 
citizens. Tree planting and tim- 


cost-share funds to eligible per- 
sons that meet 75% of the cost of 
tree planting and a variety of 
timberstand improvement 
measures. Along with financial 
assistance, landowners are pro- 
vided technical advice from 
qualified foresters regarding 
the proper management of 
existing woodlots or recom- 
mendation as to the best types 
of trees to plant. 

Like many other government 
programs, the FIP program 
has budget problems but at 
the present time we have funds 
available for eligible requests 
and technical services continue 
to be provided at no charge to 
applicants. We do ask that all

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Welfare Protesters 
Rally At Capitol

In the early fall the House and 
Senate will be fine-tuning the 
budget to assure that at the end 
of the fiscal year our books are 
balanced. 

As part of that effort an ap- 
propriations subcommittee last 
week cleared legislation con- 
taining $41 million in manda- 
tory ‘‘lapses” - money budgeted 
that must be returned to the 
state’s general fund. This lapse 
plan must still be approved by 
the Appropriations Committees 
in the House and Senate before 
it comes before the Legislature. 

The Department of Social 
Services will feel the largest 
budget drain through Japses-$13 
million, as grant levels for 
general assistance and Aid to 
Families with Dependent Child- 
ren were cut five percent in the 
past two months. 

Last week a group of about 
150 people rallied on the steps of 
the State Capito! to protest the 
welfare cuts. And while the 
Democratic chairman of the 
Appropriations social services 
subcommittee told the group 
that the cuts can be restored in 
August, Governor Milliken told 
leaders of the rally that the 
state’s critical money woes 
have forced cutbacks every- 
where and he cannot promise 
the funds will be restored. 

Over the past year, state wel- 
fare payments have been cut 19 
percent, and the group in Lan- 
sing demanded that these cuts 
be restored. Many Democrats 
offered their support to the 
group urging them to continue 
to fight the cuts. But the fact 
remains that even with the 
reduced payments, Michigan 
still ranks higher than surroun- 
ding states in welfare benefits. 

Of course the entire $41 
million lapse will not come from 
welfare alone. It accounts for 
only five percent of that figure. 
The remainder would come 
from such areas as administra- 
tion and project accounts, $2.7 
million; various grants for such 
things as day care, $800.0; 
Title XX programs for spouse 
ahuse and community centers, 


. because $2. million in federal 
. funds will be available; Medi- 


caid, because of $1.5 million in 
higher federal matching funds 
in some programs; and nursing 
homes, where interim paymen- 
ts will be reconciled with actual 
obligations earlier than usual, 
for $2.5 million. 

In the past, several of my 
colleagues and I have made at- 
tempts to bring Michigan's wel- 
fare payments in line with 
surrounding states. Up to this 
point those efforts have failed, 
but we have been able to reduce 
welfare in other areas, for in- 
stance in requiring able bodied 
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if you are not getting the 
Banking Services you Need, 
Transfer to the Bank that 
Hl will Fulfill your Needs.

this state, and we must cut out 
waste in every corner so that

Rep. Ostling 
Supports State 
Tax Cuts 


State Representative Ralph 
Ostling (R-Roscommon) an- 
nounced his support today for a 
Republican proposal for an 
immediate $560 million cut in 
property and business taxes. 

Labelled the ‘‘20-20-10” plan, 
it provides a direct 20 percent 
exemption for alll property in 
the residential and agricultural 
classes, allows renters to 
assume a tax credit equivatent 
of 20 percent of their rent and 
cuts the Single Business Tax. 

The House Republican legis- 
lative proposal determined by a 
majority caucus vote, provides 
a $480 million cut in property 
tax and an $80 million cut in the 
Single Business Tax with no off- 
setting tax increases. Local 
units of government would not 
lose any revenue under the 
proposal, and all costs of the tax 
cut would be shouldered by the 
ctote 

According to Ostling, the cut 
in the business tax gives relief 
to small, nonprofitable and new 
business, takes worker and 
unemployment compensation 
out of the tax base liability and 
cuts the rate. It would take ef- 
fectin January, 1982. 

To accomodate the cuts, the 
Republicans have also proposed 
cuts to welfare providers and 
recipients, adult education, 
mental health and_ forced 
government lapses of funds. 

“It is a simple, straight-for- 
ward, tough, realistic and fair 
proposal,”’ Ostling said. “It 
provides real tax relief and will 
not unfairly reduce essential 
state programs. For instance, 
even with a further five percent 
cut in welfare, cur ADC 
average regular grants would 
be 18 percent higher than 
surrounding midwest states.” 

The proposal is a legislative 
one, which does not require a 
public referendum. While it is 
too late to alter 1981 summer 
tax bills, a special 20 percent 
credit would be available on 
1981 state income tax returns. 
The 20 percent exemption would 
first appear on the winter, 1981 
property tax bills. 

The proposal also restricts 
increases in property tax which 
oecur through increased assess- 


ments. Local units could not 


benefit. from any increased 
yield without public notice, a 
special hearing and a positive 
vote to levy property tax giving 
any increased yield over the 
previous year,

How do you move? Do you 
shuffle, stroll, limp, mince, 
march, glide, or roll? Whatever 
your style of motion, it can be 
improved upon with one of the 
best things in life that’s free:

Walking is the most univer- 
sally recommended exercise of 
them all, It takes no special 
gear except comfortable shoes 
(running shves, preferably) and 
clothing appropriate to the 
weather.

The good thing about walking 
is that anyone of any age who 
can maneuver at all can walk 
without fear of injury. Since 
your body doesn’t pound the 
ground on impact, as it does 
when playing tennis or jogging, 
there are no problems of pulled 
muscles or tendonitis. If you 
believe that you have a health 
problem, however, be sure to 
check with your doctor before 
embarking on a walking pro- 
gram. 

Along with running, swim- 
ming, cycling, rope skipping, 
and cross-country skiing, walk- 
ing is a good cardiovascular 
conditioner. It may seem that 
you're doing only what comes 
naturally, but after a half-hour 
walk with regularity you 
become more fit. 

As with any exercise, you 
should follow the training rules: 
warmup first, then increase the 
frequency, the duration, and the 
pace, Don’t over do, and rest 
when you're tired; but with a 
regular walking program 
scheduled for the summer, you 
can inerease your speed and 
distance without trouble. 

Perhaps walking won’t help 
you to live longer; but it will 
make you feel better, and that’s 
a big plus in everyone’s life. 

If you're going to walk for 
exercise, swing your arms, 
move with vigor, and breathe 
deeply. Don’t stroll, shuffle, 
limp, mince, march, glide, or 
roll! Stride! You'll work better, 
gleep better, and play better, 
which. isn’t a bad trio of 
dividends for having a pleasant 
time.

Recycling Oceans 
Scientists calculate that all of 
the world’s oceans circulate 
through the earth’s crust ap- 
proximately once every 8 mil- 
lion years, in a continuous re- 
eyeling BLOEGSS*: 
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The legislature will be shooting for 
year-end approval of a package of bills, 
being readied for introduction, to restruc- 
ture and increase transportation taxes. 

The legislation will come at a time 
when falling revenues from the current 
system of per gallon fuel taxes and 


weight-based license fees has already for- 


ced a few local road agencies to shut down 
for the summer and for other state and 
local agencies to institute cuts in service 
and maintenance. 

Representative Mary Brown (D- -Kala- 
mazoo), who will sponsor the legislation, 


- said the system needs to be restructured 


to provide tax revenues based more on 
the value of fuel because the increase in 
“the cost of gas and the cost of road con- 
struction and maintenance follows closely 
together.” 

The current system has not only failed 
to keep pace with inflation, but has ac- 
tually taken a dip as fuel consumption 
falis and vehicles get lighter. 

The proposal would change fuel taxes 
from 11 cents per gallon sale price to 11 
percent on the wholesale price-—currently 
about $1,20 for lead-free gasoline. As the 
wholesale price of fuel rises, so would the 
tax revenue as it would be computed on a 
percentage basis. 

A flat $28 passenger vehicle regis- 
tration fee would replace the current 
sliding scale starting at a minimum of 
$20. The average license fee is $26 on a 
4,000 pound vehicle. With vehicle weights’ 
being reduced as a fuel economy move, 
state revenues would decline. 

Truck licensing fees would be in- 
creased by some 30 percent. 

And, more general fund money would 
be used to supplement public transit sys- 
tems while distributing the funds under a 
new formula upline current allocations 
as a base. 

Brown said she hanes for summer-long 
discussions by interested groups in order 
to allow for House approval by October. 
(The Legislature will return to session

following a@ summer recess in mid- 
September). 


Revenue estimates for the package are 


not readily available, but Brown said the 
concept of the tax system is more impor- 
tant now than the particular rates of 
taxation. 


“The problem is there and needstobe 


solved and there are the vehicles, If 
someone can come up with a_ better 
mousetrap, they’re welcome, but we need 
the mousetrap,” she said. 

Brown added that given the past 
history of gaining approval on tax 
measures, the timetable would be very 
tough to meet, but noted that conditions 
in the 1982 election year would be worse. 

Bill Davis, of the Michigan Municipal 


League and one of several representatives 


from local road interests enlisted to help 


_ devise a new tax plan, said there is a real 


need for more dollars. 

He said it is a problem that every 
Legislation in the country is facing or will 
face. He noted that Indiana already has 
moved to a fuel tax based partly on value 
and Minnesota has increased its tax to 13 
cents per gallon. 

Michigan needs to restructure its 
taxes because “continuing to tax vehicles 
on weight and tax fuel on gallonage is 
directly inverse to keeping up with our 
needs,” Davis said. 

Transportation Director John Wood- 
ford said he is not ready to endorse any 
plan but added two things need to be ad- 
dressed—stabilizing revenues and 
allowing for future growth to deal with in- 
flationary increases, 

Woodford said he has not assessed 
how much money is needed by state and 
local road agencies. He noted he is only 
trying to fulfill a responsibility to operate 
and maintain existing facilities. 

He said the reduced revenues have 


. forced the department to eliminate about 


350 employees, eliminate the ‘‘bare pave- 
ment”’ policy in the winter for all but a 
few high-traffic roads and eliminate road- 
side paving.

contribution. This level was met 
at $16.239 million. 

« The second year, 1980-81, the 
projected amount needed for 
local governments was $33 
million in order to attain the 
30% level; only 13% or $12.2 
million was appropriated. 

e At the current time, dis- 


cussions on the 1981-82 budget 
show that $16.835 million is 
being sought by the legislature. 
The projected amount needed 
at the 40% level is 52 million. 

Since the 1977-78 cost sharing 
agreement began, the net gain 
annually for District No. 1 has 
only amounted to $12,000 from 
state government over a four 
year period. 

Currently, all Health Depart- 
ment offices are now closed 
every Friday until August 1, 
1981 to save staff layoffs. 

So it would be obvious to 
many that public health for 
many Michigan counties is in 
dire need and operating on less 
than projected budgets. Heavy 
involvement with the state 
legislature is mandatory for 
it ’s future survival and ability 
to continue to promote and pro- 
vide good health status to its’ 
local communities. Public 
Health is a good buy, it remains 
cost effective when measured 
against the millions required 
for treating community 
diseases or community pollu- 
tion.

Gentlemen: 

The directors and members 
of the George W. Mason Chap- 
ter of T.U., due to lack of quali- 
fied guidance and available in- 
formation on results of catch 
and release regulations, do not 
agree with the Michigan Coun- 
cil regarding their selection of 
site for implementation of such 
regulations. We are aware that 
this management too] has been 
introduced in many states over 
the last few years and that it is 
popular with many trout fisher- 
men. Surely the results of such 
regulations have been inter- 
changed between the fish divi- 
sions of the various states. You 
must have information on the 
results, both positive and nega- 
tive, of such regulations. 

Our parent body, the Michi- 
gan Council of T.U., has voted 
to request such regulations and 
has even stated a selection of 
stream for the experiment; 
however, we have concerns that 
their selection has been made 
by a small minority of T.U. 
members who may have done 
so without the benefit of biologi- 
cal facts and qualified judge- 
ments, 

Our concerns and questions 
regarding the selection of a cat- 
ch and release experiment are 
the following: 

(1) Are the streams in various 
states that have — such 
regulations heavily stocked 
with trout? 


(2) Are such regulations . 


usually successful on head- 
water or nursery waters, or are 
they more successful on larger 
waters where larger fish are 
more likely to be found? 

(3) Indications are that the 
present restrictions on the flies 
only water of the Main Stream 
of the AuSable are better than 
the former 12 inch, three

regulations be applied on the 
South Branch rather than cat- 
chand release regulations? 

(4) Could you compare the 
characteristics of the South 
Branch of the AuSable in the 
Mason Retreat with catch and 
release waters of other states? 

(5) We are deeply concerned 
with the high natural mortality 
in streams with large popula- 
tions of trout between 6 and 12 
inches. Is this a factor in a catch 
and release stream? 

(6) Would catch and release 
regulations create a problem 
similar to that caused by the 
former five year program of the 
12 inch limit imposed on the 
flies only water of the Main 
Stream of the AuSable? 

(7) Is it possible that the 
desired effects of catch and 
release regulations might be 
achieved by such regulations 
being imposed only in the fall to 
protect spawning trout? 

Although we do not feel quali- 
fied to make biological judge- 
ments on catch and release 
waters, we do feel that we are 
familiar with our local streams 
and could give reasonable 
laymen’s opinions on them as 
interested fishermen. With the 
strong interest in catch and 
release regulations in 
Michigan, we feel that we 
deserve an opportunity to dis- 
cuss proposals with you before 
a final decision is made.
